Turning vehicles pose the
biggest problem confronting
the motorist within intersec- |
tions. In addition to the turning
vehicle, yielding the right of
way, the manner in which they
prepare to make the turn is
also important.

AN IMPROPER turn can
trigger a series of accidents
among those behind the turn-
ing vehicle. Section 22100 of
the California Vehicle Code
covers the manner in which a
motorist may turn at an inter-
section,

In addition to what is cov-
ered in Section 22100, don't
forget to signal your intention
by giving the proper arm or
mechanical signal at least 100
feet before the turn is to be
made,

THE CALIFORNIA Vehicle
Code states in Section 22100:

“The driver of a vehicle in-
tending to turn at an intersec-
tion shall do as follows:

“(a) Right Turns. Both the
approach for a right turn and
a right turn shall be made as
close as practicable to the
right-hand curb or edge of the
roadway.

“(b) Left Turns. The driver
of a vehicle intending to turn
left at any intersection shall
approach the intersection in
the extreme left-hand lane law-
fully available to traffic mov-
ing in the direction of travel of
such vehicle and after entering
the intersection the left turn
shall be made so as to leave
the intersection in a lane law-
fully available to traffic mov-
ing in such direction upon the
roadway being entered.
